FOR the purpose of establishing that, for purposes of enforcing certain provisions of
law relating to sign placement and maintenance along highways, the presence
of a sign in violation of the provisions of law is evidence of certain facts
concerning the placement or maintenance of the sign; and generally relating to
the enforcement of certain provisions of law relating to sign placement and
maintenance along highways.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Transportation
8-749.

(A) Any person who violates any provision of this subtitle is guilty of a
misdemeanor and on conviction is subject to a fine not exceeding $500.

(B) FOR THE PURPOSES OF ENFORCING THIS SUBTITLE, THE PRESENCE
OF A SIGN THAT IS IN VIOLATION OF THIS SUBTITLE SHALL BE EVIDENCE THAT
THE SIGN WAS PLACED OR MAINTAINED AT THE DIRECTION OF, OR WITH THE
CONSENT AND APPROVAL OF, THE PERSON OR THE PERSON’S AGENT OR

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2010.
